MICHIGAN SOLON 
DIES SUDDENLY. 


United States Senator McMil- 
lan Expires at Manchester- 
by-the-Sea of Heart 
Disease. 


SICK ONLY FOUR HOURS. 


Millionaire Republican Leader 
Attacked While Playing Golf 
—Changes Political Out- 

in His State. 


Manchester-by-the-Sea, Mass., Aug. 10.— 
{Special.]—Senator James H. McMillan of 
Michigan died at his summer cottage, Eagle 
Head, at 4 o'clock this morning after an ill- 
ness of four hours. His death was a shock 
to the family and country. 

Yesterday Senator McMil Was at the 
Essex County club and played golf, although 
he was not entered in the tournament as 
usual. It was while playing that the first 
premonition of trouble came. In ascending 
a small but steep hill the senator was at- 
tacked by a faintness and difficulty in breath- 
ing, and a messenger was sent to tbe club- 
house for a stimulant, after taking which he 
felt much better, and the faintness soon 
passed away, but he did not finish the round 
and went home late in the afternoon. 

By dinner time he had entirely recovered 
from the indisposition and ate his dinner with 


the family and appeared in the best of spir- . 


its and joked and laughed over the incidents 
of the day. He was in the best of spirits 
throughout the evening and did not retire 
until quite late. 


Sinks Rapidly After Midnight. 


At midnight he was aroused from sleep by 


a difficulty of breathing and experienced 
considerable pain. His symptoms were so 
alarming that Dr. G. H. Washburn was sum- 
moned. The patient’s condition was then 
serious, having congestion of one lung and 
heart failure. Dr. Washburn applied heart 
restoratives, which had the desired effect, 
and the patient was soon relieved and was 
able to lie down, and finally sank into peace- 
ful sleep. At 8 o’clock another attack came 
on, much more severe than the first. The 
patient experienced the greatest difficulty 
in breathing, and his heart action was rap- 
idly growing weaker. Dr. Washburn applied 
the most powerful heart stimulants, but they 
did not have effect. The congestion had 
spread to the other lung. 

The senator gradually sank, but retained 
consciousness until about ten minutes be- 
fore the end, which cameat4o’olcck. There 
were at his bedside at his death his wife, his 
daughter, and his granddaughter, Miss 
Jarvis. 

Richard Rice, the senator’s private sec- 
retary, who has charge of the funeral ar- 
rangements, is not prepared to say when the 


funeral will take place, but it will be from 


the senator’s late home in Detroit, Mich., 
where the interment also will take place. 


Changes Outlook in Michigan. 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 10.—[{Special.]—The 
death of Senator McMillan changes political 
conditions in Michigan radically. Senator 
McMillan was the head of the federal ma- 
chine supposed to control Michigan repub- 
lican politics. The senator had delegated 


part of the duties to his son, William C. Me- 


Millan, who had done nearly all the active 
work in Michigan, leaving the senator free 
to attend to his duties in Washington. 

It was the desire of the senator to resign 


i and to see his son, W. C. McMillan, succeed 


him. Gov. Bliss, who is a close friend of the 
MeuMillans, is expected to appoint the late 
senator’s son, and the legislature, which con- 
venes next January, will choose a successor. 
It is possible that W. C. McMillan will suc- 
ceed his father. : 0 

Gen. Henry M. Duffield is also a candidate 
for the senatorship, but to take the place of 
Senator Julius C. Burrows of Kalamazoo. 
Congressman William Alden Smith of Grand 
Rapids is also a candidate. Burrows’ term 
expires March 4, 1905, while Senator Mc- 
Millan would have left office March 4, 1907. 
Duffield and Smith may be candidates for 
Mr. McMillan’s position, and, as fully three- 
fourths of the members of the next legis- 
lature will be Burrows or Smith men, the 
McMillan machine not having taken part in 
the nominations, they may prove to be for- 
midable candidates next winter. 


Legislature to Fill Vacancy. 


Saginaw, Mich., Aug. 10.— [Special. I— Gov. 
Bliss was advised by private wire of the 
death of Senator McMillan. He was greatly 
shocked and expressed himself deeply grieved 
over the loss the state and nation had sus- 
tained. He said:. He was a strong and 
capable man, and his long and useful career 
in public life and as a citizen won for him 
the cordial and unreserved respect of all 
classes of people.“ 

The governor declined to talk in reference 
to a successor, but intimated that unless 
some unforeseen contingency arises the fill- 
ing of the vacancy will be left to the legisla- 
ture which convenes in January next. ° 

Gov. Bliss issued a proclamation ordering 


the flags on the capitol and all other state 


buildings be half masted until after the fu- 
neral. During the funeral services all state 
departments will be closed. 


News Shock to Washington. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[Special. ]— 
The death of Senator McMillan came as a 
great shock to hisfriendshere. Ifthe family 
desires it a congressional committee will be 
appointed to accompany the remains to his 
last resting place. The designations will be 
made by Senator Frye and Speaker Hen- 
derson. 


Flags on Lake at Half Mast. : 

The flags of all the steamers of the United 
States Steel corporation were ordered at half 
mast yesterday because of the death of Sena- 
tor McMillan. This token of respect will be 
continued until after the funeral and will be 
general on all the lake fleets. Mr. McMillan 
had long been prominently connected with 
the lake marine and was a large stockholder 
in the Detroit and Cleveland Navigation 
company. He was one of the leading mem- 
bers of the Lake Carriers’ association. 


Career of James McMillan. 


James McMillan was born in Hamilton, 
Ont., May 12, 1838, and is one of six sons 
and one daughter in the family of William 
and Grace McMillan. He received his early 
education in the common schools and was 
prepared for college in the scheol of Dr. 
Tassie. At the age of 14 years, finding his 
inclination tending more to business than 
90 a professional career, he gaye the next 
four years to the hardware business, after 
which he, in 1855, went to Detroit and entered 
the employ of the wholesale firm of Buh! & 
Ducharme, a position he left at the end of

RIVER WINS LONG Pur 


MISSOURI TO BE ABANDONED BY 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


United States Will Soon Give Up Effort 
to Keep Channel Navigable, Find- 
ing Expense Unwarranted — Rail- 
ways Get All the Freight and Wa- 
ter Proves Unmanageable — Engi- 
meer in Charge Says Congress Has 
Decided to Surrender. 


Sioux City, Ia., Aug. 8.— [Special. I- Beaten 
in its effort to control the treacherous stream 
the United States is about to abandon the 
Missouri river to its fate and give it up as a 
means of transportation. Railroads have 
grabbed the freight, and steamboat business 
has dwindled until it is evident congress 
thinks the expense of dredging shifting sand- 
bars, pulling snags, and trying to hold the 
restless river in a fixed channel is not justi- 
fied by the volume of business and will sur- 


Capt. H. M. Chittenden, chief of United 


replaced the Missouri river commission, be- 
lieves the career of the Missouri as a means 
of transportation is at anend. The abandon- 
ment of the Missouri is foreshadowed in his 
annual report. In it he says: 

The discontinuance of the Missouri river 
commission and the greatly reduced appro- 
priations, as compared with former years, 
for both upper and lower rivers indicate an 
intention on the part of congress to abandon 
the river altogether in the near future. Be- 
fore the rendition of the annual report for 
1903 the officer in charge will be prepared to 
submit a comprehensive statement of the 
conditions of the entire river and the ad- 
visability or nonadvisability of further work 
upon it.“ 


Millions Spent Fighting River. 


The millions spent in an effort to make the 
Missouri a permanent canal for commerce 
have been washed away like the fertile acres 
along the treacherous stream. It is of no use 
and the government evidently wants to give 
it up. 

That the Missouri river cannot be kept ope 
for traffic without snagging was 8 
by congress, For the upper Missouri river an 
estimate of $50,000 a year was made in 1890. 
Since that time $376,144 has been spent to 
keep the upper channel clear. 

The maintenance of the Missouri as a navi- 
gable stream above Sioux City served to in- 
crease the volume of traffic. The report of 
Capt. Chittenden for the last year shows 
that traffic aggregated 68,388,000 pounds of 
freight, 11,249 head of cattle, and 756 passen- 
gers. In 1878, when the Missouri was the 
sole means of transportation for Montana 
shippers, the report for the upper river, above 
the Yellowstone, showed a traffic of only 
8,966,000 pounds of freight and 2,000 passen- 


River Rebukes a Prophet. 

In 1878 Edward Maguire, lieutenant of 
United States engineers at St. Paul, said in 
his annual report: 

The Missouri river will always be an 
important line for traffic, no matter how 
many railroads will be built into Montana.“ 

In that same report Maguire indicated the 
condition upon which he based his prophecy. 
For a time the shippers and merchants of 
Montana sent their freight: by the Union 
Pacific railroad, that railroad having re- 
duced the rates during high water to com- 
pete with the river. But time proved the 
superiority of the river, and the shippers 
returned to this.“ 


Railroads Get the Business. 
Maguire thought railroads could not give 
competitive rates. But they have, and the 
freight goes by rail. The eleven steamboats 
now plying on the upper Missouri are en- 
gaged solely in hauling freight to the near- 
est railroads. There are stretches of fifty 
and seventy-five miles between railroads on 
the upper river, and to carry the freight to 
these roads the boats are maintained. The 
territory and railroads have developed won- 
derfully, so the traffic for these stretches of 
isolated country alone exceeds the entire up- 
per river business of a quarter of a century 
ago. 

Scores of Boats Wrecked. 

The Missouri river runs through a deep, 
alluvial soil, carried down from the moun- 
tains, and its gnawing current constantly 
eats from the banks great trees, lodging them 
in all parts of the stream. When steamboat- 
ing on the Missouri began in 1819 the river 
was filled with these trees, and the first ex- 
pedition up the river by the Longs-Yellow- 
stone government fleet resulted in the wreck 
of the Jefferson. From that year to 1870 193 
boats went to the bottom of the Missouri, 151 
of them because of snags; but since 1890 
there have been only eight wrecks, four by 
snags. This is directly due to the govern- 
ment's work in keeping the channel clear, 
and indicates the impossibility of Missouri 
river commerce without snagging. 


Some of the River’s Freaks. 

The Missouri has eaten up millions of acres 
along its banks. It is not at all uncommon 
for entire farms to be carried away in a sin- 
gle.day. Ten years ago A. L. Beardslee of 
Sioux City bought seven acres of land along 
the Missouri river, ten miles south of Sioux 
City. The river began backing away, form- 
ing a great bend, till Beardslee found there 
had been given to him by the law of accre- 
tion 1,700 acres. Then, one night, the river 
committed an act of evulsion, cut across 
the neck, and put the whole tract in Ne- 
braska, but allowed Beardslee to retain 
possession. 

Down at Kansas City the Missouri took a 
hand in a government fight with a squatter 
named John H. Mensing, whipped the gov- 
ernment, and gave the squatter title to land 
worth a fortune. Mensing settled on an 
island the government wanted and resisted 
the officers. The Missouri began to eat away 
the land where it stood, taking all but the 
three acres where Mensing was intrenched. 
The government then no longer wanted the 
property, so the river began putting the land 
back, till the three acres grew to be 130, and 
Mensing found himself worth $250,000. 


Volume of Water Dwindles. 


The, mighty stream has dwindled. At Bis- 
‘marck, where four piers of a bridge once 
stood out of water but one is in the channel 
now, and last winter the water went below 

the intake pipe and the city suffered a water 
famine. River men suggest that the river is 
losing its volume either because of some sub- 
terranean waste or because the thousands of 
artesian wells in South Dakota are drain- 


ing it.

MOVE TO TIE UP 
SURFACE LINES. 


Street Car Unions May Declare 
a Strike on All the Roads 
on Friday of This 


SAY MEN ARE IMPORTED. 


Leaders Admit Companies Are 
Preparing for Trouble, but 
Try to Postpone Radi- 

eal Action. 


An attempt is to be made to call out all the 
employés of the Union Traction, the Consoli- 
dated Traction, and the Chicago City rail- 
Way companies—5,000 men. Tonight, at a 
joint meeting of the executive boards of the 
various locals of the union, a strike program 
will be presented for ratification. The time 
named for calling out the men is Friday of 
this week. ° 

The conservative members of the unions, 
led by their international officers, are fight- 


all attempts at conciliation: have failed. 
Word was received yesterday from Presi- 
dent W. D. Mahon of theinternational union, 
saying he would arrive in Chicago on Thurs- 
day and would attempt to overcome the 
strike sentiment. 7 

On Thursday night the employés of the 
Union Traction and Chicago City railway 
companies will hold special meetings, and 
at each of these Mr. Mahon will be present. 
Until he arrives Organizer C. O. Pratt will 
try to hold the men in line. 

Dispute Chance of Strike. 

Officials of the traction. companies pro- 
fessed to believe that no strike would be 
called. 
Our men cannot be thinking of such a 
steb, said a representative of the Union 
Traction company. Their demands have 
not been rejected, and they will have a chance 
on Thursday to present their case to the 
board of directors. Until then I am sure they 
will take no action looking to a strike.”’ 

Nevertheless the men say they are going 
to be ready for action on Friday. No con- 
cessions are expected by the employés of any 
of the lines. All feel that the roads have 
prepared for a fight, and are willing that it 
should come now. On this account the men 
will demand of tonight's meeting that some- 
thing definite be done. They want the joint 
committee to agree to have a general call is- 
sued Thursday night should both companies 
reject the demands of their men. 


Says Companies Stand as One. 

The companies have come to an under- 
standing,” said an officer of one of the unions 
yesterday, for few or no con- 
cessions. I believe they have made arrange- 
ments for the importation of men in large 
numbers. I know that many imported men 
already are in the city, and that both com- 
panies hire from the same agencies. Condi- 
tions are such that we must strike on both 
systems at once or they will shift the import- 
ed men from line to line and when the strug- 
gle is over will shift them back again. 

If there is to be a strike it must be a 
general one if we expect to win. Iam against 
a strike and am fighting such sentiment, but 
the men cannot be held in check much 


longer.“ 
Hired in Other Cities. 


mands were made the companies have sent 
agents to hire men in other cities. An agency 
Was opened in St. Louis, it is said, and hun- 
dreds of men hired. These men formerly 
were employed on the St. Louis car lines, 
but lost their places in thestrike of last year. 
In Buffalo, it is said, the companies have suc- 
ceeded almost as well, having made arrange- 
ments for the importation of many of the 
men who ran cars during the Pan-American 
exposition, but who were made idle when it 
closed. 

Cleveland and Detroit also have been can- 
vassed, and it is said the companies could 
ship in between 2,000 and 3,000 men within 
a week. 

The radical element, which is deinanding 
a strike, wants to bring matters to an issue 
before the companies hire even more men 
in other cities. 

Grievances of the Men. 

Aside from the wage issue there are two

EDWARD VII. PRESENTS OSBORNE. 
HOUSE TO ENGLAND. 


Isle of Wight Palace, in Which Vic- 
toria Died, to Be Devoted as a Con- 
valescent Home for Officers of the 
Army and Navy—Queen’s Private 
Apartments Will Be Kept Furnished 
as When She Died—Rest of House 
Always Open to Public. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 11, 3 a. m.—King Edward 
celebrated the coronation by presenting the 
famous Osborne house, on the Isle of Wight, 
to the nation to be used as a hospital for 
British army and naval officers. Osborne 
house was the personal property of Queen 
Victoria and it was there she died nearly 
nineteen months ago. 


Announces Gift Himself. 

King Edward himself announced his inten- 
tion of giving Osborne house to the nation 
in the following letter addressed to Premier 
Balfour: 

Buckingham palace, Coronation day, 
1902.—Under the will of the king's beloved 
mother the Osborne house estate is, as Mr. 
Balfour is aware, the private estate of the 
sovereign. | 
Having to spend a considerable part of 
the year in the capital of this kingdom and 
in its neighborhood at Windsor, and having 
also strong home ties in the county of Nor- 
folk, which have existed now for nearly 
forty years, the king feels he will be unable 
to make adequate use of Osborne house as 
A royal residence and he accordingly has de- 
termined to- offer the property in the Isle of 
Wight as a gift to the nation. 

Always Open to the Public. 

As Osborne house is sacred to the memory 
of the late queen it is the king's wish that, 
with the exception of those apartments 
which were in the personal occupation of 
her majesty, his people shall always have 
access to the house, which must ever be as- 
sociated with her beloved name. 3 

As regards the rest of the building the 
king hopes it may be devoted to national 
purposes and be converted into a convales- 
cent homesfor officers of the navy and army, 
whose health has been impalred in rendering 
service to their country. 

“If, in order to give full legal effect to the 
king’s wishes, it is found that application to 
parliament be necessary, the king trusts 
that Mr. Balfour will see that the necessary 
steps are in due eourse taken.“ 


Surprise to British Nation.

LONDON, Aug. 11, 3 a. m.,—The king 
showed little signs of fatigue yesterday as 
he drove from Buckingham palace to at- 
tend service at the chapel royal.

Osborne house was one of 
the favorite residences ofthis mother, and it 
had not been altered in the slightest degree 
since the death of Queen Victoria. The 
king will probably take an early opportunity 
cf paying a visit of inspection to the estate 
which he is giving to the nation. 

It had been generally expected that Os- 
borne would have been offered to Prince 
Henry of Battenberg, who is governor of 
the isle of Wight, on which the property ts 
situated, and the King’s gift to his people 
consequently comes as a great surprise. 

Osborne house never had any real at- 
traction for King Edward, whose home for 
the last forty years has been at Sandring- 
ham, in Norfolk. I. N. F. 


HUSBAND DYING BY INCHES 
KEEPS.CONDITION FROM WIFE. 


James Perry, a Philadelphia Fireman, 
Takes Poison, and for Six Hours 
Persuades Woman He Is Only Sleepy. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 10.—[{Special.]—Al- 
though conversing with her husband shortly 
after he had swallowed two ounces of lauda- 
num, it was not until six hours later that 
Mrs, James Perry of 1438 Fallon street knew 
that he had made an attempt upon his life. 
If it had not been for his great self-control, 
by which he concealed his condition, as- 
sistance could have been called and his life 
saved. As it was, he died at the University 
hospital at half past 4 o’clock this afternoon. 

Perry was for seven years a member of the 
Philadelphia fire department, but was de- 
spondent on account of ill-health. Saturday 
morning he purchased the laudanum. Upon 
reaching home, he informed his wife he was 
fatigued and would take a-short nap. This 
was at 5 o’clock in the afternoon. At 6 Mrs. 
Perry went to his room to tell him that din- 
ner was ready and she was surprised at her 
husband’s apparent weakness. She wanted 
to send for a doctor, but with a great effort 
Perry told her it was only a weak spell and 
he would be all right after he had a nap. 

He talked to her and reassured her, and 
she, believing him, went downstairs at the 
instant Perry was slowly approaching the 
end. She returned a little later and he was 
then apparently sleeping easily, but when 
she found she could not arouse her husband 
she became frightened and at once sum- 
moned a doctor. but it was too late.

POLICE GET MORE CLEWS. 


Find the Clothing Worn by Fugi- 
tive Youth on the Night of 
the Minnie Mitchell 
Murder. 


While the police were following various 
clews yesterday in hope of arresting William 
Bartholin, charged with murdering his moth- 
er and flancée, a letter was received showing 
that a former roomer at the Bartholin house 
had fled from Chicago because he feared 
“young Bartholin would murder him for his 
money. 

The letter, written by Milton Edwards, un- 
der date of Omaha, was addressed to R. H, 
Mitchell, brother of the girl Bartholin is sup- 
posed to have killed three weeks after the 
murder of his mother. Some time after Mrs. 
- Bartholin disappeared Edwards also dropped 
from sight, and since the bodies of the two 
women were found it has been feared by the 
police that Edwards, too, was murdered. 

In his letter Edwards, who at the time of 
writing had not heard of the discovery of 
Mrs. Bartholin's body, expresses belief that 
both the mother and Miss Mitchell were 
killed by Bartholin. Last night the police 
wired Edwards to return to Chicago. | 


Police Find New Clews. 

During the day the police found conclusive 
evidence that Bartholin, wherever he may 
be, is dressed to avoid identification. In the 
Calumet avenue death house they found the 
hat and clothes worn by Bartholin on the 
night of the Minnie Mitchell murder, which 
goes to show that he returned home and 
took precautions to avoid arrest. The dis- 
‘covery of the clothes exploded the theory 
that Bartholin might have committed sui- 
cide immediately after the Mitchell murder 
and convinced the police that he calmly 
arranged for what so far has proved a suc- 
cessful flight. 

Another clew in which Inspector Hunt 
is said to place importance was the finding 
late last night of a blood stained shirt bear- 
ing the name Oscar Thompson.” Thomp- 
son is the roomer who is being held as a wit- 
ness. He remained in the Bartholin house 
nearly a month after the murder was com- 
mitted and several days after William Bar- 
tholin disappeared.

Great Service at St. Paul's. 

The most interesting of all the services 
was that held at St. Paul's cathedral. This 
was essentially a people's service in grati- 
tude and thankfulness that the sovereign had 
been restored to health, and it presented a 
striking contrast to the service of suppli- 
cation held there in June on the day ‘the 
coronation should have taken place. 

Today the public was freely admitted to the 
cathedral, and the great edifice was crowded 
with people.

| Service Is Impressive.

Rev. Arthur F. W. ram, and the 
officiating clergy wore copes of cloth of gold, 
which, with the robes and insignia of the 
members of the corporation of the city and 
the brilliant dresses of the women in the 
congregation, made a striking picture.

London Press Is Fulsome. 


The Sunday newspapers were fulsome in 
their comments upon the events of Satur- 
day. To read these papers one would imagine 
that no one had ever looked to be in better 
health than did King Edward and that never 
Was seen such an array of beautiful and 
gracious princesses as shared the ceremony. 

One exception to the foregoing is found 
in Reynolds’ Weekly Newspaper. That pa- 
per acknowledges that a mighty greeting 
was accorded King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra, but says: 

The one man the populace knew and de- 
sired. to cheer above them all was Lord 
Kitchener. He was no gilded peer, because 
he was descended on the left hand side from 
the harem of a seventeenth century mon- 
arch. He sat his horse like a centaur, a 
grim, stern, and never smiling figure; a man 
who had accomplished something. History 
may rate his achievements poor, but history 
will have to say he worked. The crowd was 
not repelled by Lord Kitchener’s cold and al- 
most callous indifference; it lavished cheers 
upon him with a wealth of profusion. 


Royal Figures in Wax. 

I wonder, though,“ continues the writer 
in Reynolds’ Weekly Newspaper, what these 
mighty personages who, for all the crowd 
cared, might have been figures in waxwork, 
thought of the conduct of the multitude. 
The crowd would have naught to do with 
your pinchbeck, half dazed royalties, your 
Mecklenburg-Strelitzes, your Schleswig- 
Holsteins, nor even your dukes of Sparta. 
Crown princesses of Germany and Henrys of 
Prussia were passed by as though they were 
Dick, Tom, and Harry. Even the prince and 
prin of Wales passed by with little more 
than a murmur of appreciation. . 

Perhaps the most satisfactory feature of 
the occasion was the general refusal of the 
democracy to make themselves absurd by 
overeffusive demonstrations. Of the thirty 
or forty royal personages not more than half 
a dozen aroused what could be called en- 
thusiasm. Queen Alexandra's popularity 
was once more proved, but some of the 
princesses were seen to be bowing gracefully 
in response to no saluations whatever.

Father Rodrigues, Upon Eve of Sail-

ROME, Aug. 10.—Thomas Rodriguez, gen- 

eral of the Augustinians and supreme head 
ot the whole order, which is powerful at 
Rome, will leave here tomorrow for Naples, 
where he will board the steamship Liguria, 
sailing next Wednesday for New York. 
Father Rodriguez will pay his first visit to 
the United States, and his journey has been 
attributed to an intention to send American 
Augustinians to: replace the Spanish mem- 
bers of the order now in the Philippines. 
Father Rodriguez, when questioned on this 
matter today, said nothing definite had been 
decided. 
Nothing can be done,“ said Father Rod- 
riguez, ‘“‘while the negotiations are still 
pending between the holy see and the United 
States. Whoever is impartial must admit it 
to be strange that, while Washington cannot 
or will not expel the friars from the Philip- 
pine archipelago, it should request this to be 
done by the vatican, whose principal duty 
and interest is to protect the friars both 
materially and morally. 


Says Friars Are Not Hated. 

The truth is that the friars are not hated 
by a majority of the Filipinos, but only by 
that faction which wanted to get rid of 
them in order to be left without curb or 
law. This I verified myself when, in 1896, 
I visited the islands from end to end, and 
I have had confirmation of this statement

Says Taft Is Wrong. 

Gov. Taft shows great intelligence and 
ability in bringing forward arguments and 
evidence favorable to his plans, but he ig- 
nores the other side.

GUIDE WHO SURVIVED MONT 
BLANC’ TRAGEDY TALKS. 


Bodies of Two Parisians Who Per- 
ished from Exposure and Man Who 
Fell to Death Seeking Aid Recov- 


ered—Other Member of Party Found e 


Alive at Bottom of 111 Foot 
Crevasse and Describes the Events 
| of Fatal Trip. 


' CHAMOUNIX, France, Aug. 10.—The 
bodies of Staehling and Maudiut, the two 
Parisian Alpine climbers, who perished of 
exposure on Mont Blanc, and their guide, 
Culet, who fell to his death while seeking 
aid, have been brought here. ‘ 

Blanc; the other guide, who fell with OCulet, 
was found alive at the bottom of a crevasse. 

The fall of the guides into the crevasse was 
witnessed through telescopes from here and 
led to the supposition that both men had 
been killed. Blanc had a sheer fall of 111 
feet, but was uninjured, although he suf- 


on the ice. Culet was killed instantly. 
Guide Tells of Tragedy. 

In discussing the trip and its fatal end- 
ing Blanc said: 

Both the Frenchmen were between 20 
and 30 years old, but they were experienced 
Alpine climbers. They were self-willed and 
not inclined to follow the advice of the 
guides. On reaching the petit plateau a 
blinding snow storm began. I counseled a 
return, but the Parisians persisted that they 
could easily’ reach the refuge of the Vallot 
observatory. The storm increased in vio-

Mr. Stebbings has many friends, both per-

Stebbings was examined by a physician 
during the day to enable the latter to testify 
to the extent of the injuries inflicted by Scott 
prior to the stabbing. Friends called upon 
the prisoner, who received them in a cell at 
the Harrison street police station.

to work guano islands the discoverer must 
not only take actual possession but must 
promptly file a bond with the secretary of 
the treasury, the amount of the bond to be 
fixed by the president. Capt. Rosehill found 
the island in 1689, but he did not file the bond 
until this year, on the eve of his departure 
from Honolulu with an expedition to ex- 
ploit the guano beds. In the meantime Jap- 
anese subjects have been living on the island 
and working the deposits, and in 1898 the 
| Japanese government formally annexed it 
and proclaimed the fact. 

In view of the circumstances the state 
department holds that Capt. Rosehill can- 
not dispossess the Japanese inhabitants. 

The state department has not received any 
official information to confirm the report 
from Japan, by way of Victoria, British Co- 
lumbia, that the Japanese crulser Kasagi, 
which Was sent to Marcus island to protect 
‘the guano workers from Capt. Rosehill, had 
arrived there before the adventurous Amer- 
ican.

LEAD COMBINE ARRANGED: | 
CAPITAL TO BE $50,000,000. 


Trade Paper Is Authority for Steen ot 
Important Merge1yto Include Smelt- 
ers and Manufacturing Comcerns. — 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 10>—The Lead and Zinc 
Néws tomorrow will say: 

What will be the greatest lead combination 
in this country is now nearing its consumma- 
tion. While its promoters are more than 
ordinarily reticent, it is definitely known that 
the scope of the merger will include most of 
the large white lead plants east of the Mis- 

pi river, the principal pipe and sheet 
lead plants, a number of shot towers, and 
companies manufacturing products in which 
lead forms one ef the chief components. 

Included in the merger will be the Union 
Lead and Oll company, which was organised 
last year by the Ryan-Whitney coterie of 
capitalists with a capital of $10,000,000, and 
which controis the Bailey process of manu- 
facturing white lead. 

Overtures made to induce the National 
Lead company to join the merger are said to 
de favorably looked upon by a portion of the 
directorate. 

Behind the merger are the Ryan-Whitney 
and American Smelting and Refining com- 
pany interests. Options have been secured 
on a number of corroding plants of the coun- 
try, notably the Chadwick company of Bos- 
ton and the Raymond company of Chicago. 
If the merger is completed successfully it — 
will control the lead manufacturing interests 
of the country, and, indirectly through its 
alliances, the pig lead markets. 

The plans of the promoters favor a corpo- 
ration with a capitalization of not less than 
$50,000,000. The papers probably will be filed ~ 
in New Jersey during the next sixty days, al- 
though definite announcement of the status. 
of the merger is looked for before the expira- 
tion of that time. age 


Properties Not Included. 

The lead producing properties in south- 
eastern Missouri, Colorado, and the Cour 
d' Alénes will not be included in this merger, 
but will be the basis of a second corpora- 
tion with a capitalization of not less than 
$25,000,000, to be consummated after the 
manufacturing merger has been effected.

Santos Dumont’s Flying Machine In- 
jured by Falling of Timbers 
in Shed. . : 


New York, Aug. 10,—[Special.]—Santos 
Dumont’s airship, which circled the Eiffel 
tower and which is booked for the flight over 
Manhattan, Brooklyn, and the bay, was badly 
damaged this afternoon at the exhibition 
shed at Brighton beach. 

A wooden platform erected at the rear of 
the building near the exhibition stage, to 
prevent curious persons from peering down 
into the place without paying for admission 
in the general way, caved in. The peepers 
on it escaped injury, but the boards fell into 
the excavation made for the revolutions of 
the propellers during the exhibition. 

The long steel blades, which were running 
at the rate of several hundred revolutions a 
minute, flapped against the boards, making a 
loud, crashing noise.’

ings. Among the buildings unroofed were the 
new Masonic temple, the old high school 
building, and the Long school building.

Cyclone Hits Trenton, N. J. 

Trenton, N. J., Aug. 10.—A.score of build- 
ings were unroofed and otherwise damaged 
by a cyclone that visited Trenton at 5 o’clock. 
The properties injured were in the center of 
the city, and the electric light and trolley 
wires at that point were torn down, suspend- 
ing the trolley service and causing a portion 
of the city to be in darkness. 

On Perry street six three story brick houses 
were unroofed and the fronts of the houses 
fell into the street. No one was injured. 
The frame shed of a lumber and stone yard 
adjoining was blown down, and the roof was 
torn off a portion of the Crescent pottery, one 
of the plants of the Trenton Potteries com- 
pany.

$50,090. The cyclone was confined to a nar- 
row area. The downpour of rain was terif- 
fic, over four inches of water falling in two 
hours, flooding the streets.

Travel over the Pennsylvania railroad 
through Trenton was suspended at 10:30 to- 
night by reason of the submerging of the 
company’s tracks from the overflowing of 
Assanpink creek. The tracks are forty 
inches under water and the creek is still ris- 
ing. 

The creek flooded the power house of the 
Trenton street railway company, and that 
company will not be able to operate cars to- 
morrow. No street cars have been running in 
Trenton tonight.

Camden, N. J., Aug. 10.—A cloudburst to- 
day caused the Kirkwood lake, twelve miles 
from here, to break its dam, flooding the 
country for several miles under two to five 
feet of water. Four hundred feet of the 
embankment of the Pennsylvania railroad’s 
Atlantic City division were swept away.

Over the Lincoln Fark 
Residence District. 


FEAR/SPREAD OF FEVERS. 


| Owners of the Territory May Be 
Ordered to Clean Out Of- 
fensive Ponds. 


„Dog days have settled down over the 

“made” lands along the lake shore, and 
from. the hollows fetid pools send up their 
unwholesome odors. The breezes pass- 
ing over this tract bring to the residents 
in Lincoln Park boulevard and adjacent 
streets not the fresh aroma of the lake but 
the bacteria ladened vapors from these stag- 
nant ponds. 

While great weeds partly hide the fungi 
which covers these pools from the eyes of the 
passer-by, his nostrils are assailed, and he 
is attacked by swarme of mosquitoes, which 
thrive in the pools and weeds. The charac- 
ter of the soil, which is composed of garbage 
which the city has e to be dumped there 
to fill up the land, this dead water 
more dangerous, and the residents fear that a 
week of hot weather will result in breeding 
disease, especially at this time when typhoid 
fcver is so prevalent in the city. 


Conditions Favor Malaria. 


“These conditions appear favorable for 
the creation of malarial and fever germs,’’ 
sald Dr. Richardson of the health depart- 
ment, when a complaint was made to him 
yesterday. 


The department was asked to make a test 
of the condition of the atmosphere about 
these pools by taking photographs of the 
bacteria in the air, by a process which had 
been in use in the department for a number 
of years, In the event this test discloses that 
disease germs are present in the atmosphere 
the health department probably will call on

Swarms of Mosquitoes. 

Only when the wind is blowing from the 
west may the residents of Lincoln Park 
boulevard and adjacent streets take comfort 
gut of doors. Besides the odors from the 
pools there are carried by the breéges swarms 
of mosquitoes, which defy the ordinary de- 
vices of smudges and fans, and their bites 
are unusually painful and poisonous. 

“We don't have a chance to use the front 
porch much,” said a Chestnut street resi- 
dent. The mosquitoes would eat us up. 
They are bigger this year than ever because 
it has been so wet, I suppose. They come 
in clouds from the weeds and pools on the 
district. When we see them coming we get 
into the house and close up the doors and 
windows to keep them out.“ 

Maria Still Holds the Fort. ‘ 

In the midst of these conditions the faded 
and tattered flag still floated over the cabin 
of Capt. George Wellington Streeter, while 
inside Maria Streeter hurled defiance to the 
insect pests, the fever germs, and the in- 
ferior courts.” 

„I came here to stay, and I ain't a-going 
to get out for no inferior court when I have 
an injunction from the United States court,” 
declared the only person on earth of whom 
Capt. Streeter ie afraid. The time for the 
execution of the ouster order recently made 
by Judge Chytraus on the petition of Mrs. 
Louisa Healy arrived on Saturday, but no at- 
tempt was made to compel Streeter to move. 

„% Ain't Going to Be Any Moving.“ 

„There ain't going to be any moving, an- 
nounced Mrs. Streeter. She was curled up 
on a sofa in the cabin, while Mrs. William 
McManners, who has lived with the Street- 
ers since Billy’’ McManners was put in 
jail after the shooting of a watchman on the 
district last fall, was busy taking care of her 
little baby.

CREDIT MEN TELL HOW MER- 
CHANTS ARE IMPOSED on, 


— 


Collector Is a Man of Many Troubles, 
According to the Dealers Who Sell 
Their Goods on the Easy Payment 
‘Plan—Woman Seeks to Avoid Meet- 
ing Obligation and House Cannot 
Afford to Prosecute Her—Some Take 
Cheerful View, 

The troubles of the bill collector in Chicago 


and the collectors themselves. The inei- 
dents of successful evasion of debts cited in 
in Taw TRIBUNE by a young attorney are 
said by credit men to be typical of prac- 
tices that have been resorted to by dishon- 
est persons for some time. 

Theoretically, the credit man of a mercan- 
tile house extends no credit where there is 
any possibility of failure of payment. The 
actual practice, made necessary by keen 
competition, deviates from the theory. If 
the applicant for credit appears to be all 
right and produces references that appear 
to be good credit is extended, and in cases 
where a large sale is pending unusual 
chances are sometimes taken. 

Under the present competition we have 
to presume a man honest until he proves that 
he isn’t,” explained the credit men of a 
leading h avenue house. 

Tells of the Cheats. 
In the large State street stores there is 
little credit business except to well known 
customers, but the furniture, sewing ma- 
chine, and music houses do business on the 
installment plan, and often have trouble in 
collecting their money, 

“We never know where we will catch a 
tartar,” said Charles 8. Pritz, credit man 
for a Wabash avenue furniture house. 
Sometimes what seems the best credits give 
us the most trouble. Here is a case: 

“We sold a bill of goods to a young at- 
torney, who appeared good.“ He lapsed in 
his payments, and under the contract we 
had with him we had the right to take the 
goods away. We sent him notice, and he 
ignored it. Then we secured a writ of re- 
plevin, and sent a constable to serve it. The 
lawyer’s wife fought him and his assistant, 
and as public sentiment was against the 
constable the writ server took to his heels. 

Our only redress wastosecure a judgment 
or put the young man in jail. Our house 
could not afford to be mixed up in any such 
proceeding, so we dropped the case. Yes- 
terday we reinstated it, and secured another 
writ of replevin, but when the woman saw 
the constable coming she locked the doors 
and he could not get in. The only way we 
could meet this move was to get outa search 
warrant. Again the reputation of our house 
stood in the way. We could not afford to 
give this young attorney a chance to drag 
us Into court and make capital for himself 
to our disadvantage.

TALK BY JAILER 


CRIME AS A DISEASE. 


Soon After Taking Part in an Execu- 
| thon the Custodian of Cook County’s 
Offenders Goes to All Souls’ Church 
and Tells How Kindness Will ne- 
velop Good in the Most Depraved— 
. Thinks It Possible to Reform the 
Criminal—Work of Education. 


Versatility is John L. Whitman's crown- 
ing characteristic. Last Friday he had u 
part in the execution of a man in the Cook 
county jail and yesterday he preached a ser- 
mon in All Souls’ church. 

Mr. Whitman’s subject was Educational 
Work in Jails.“ He began by saying that 
since he had accepted the invitation to preath 
the sermon ceftain unpleasant circum- 
stances had arisen which made his address 
** peculiarly difficult.”” Nevertheless he spoke 
with much enthusiasm and compelled close 
attention from his audience throughout. 

*“ Crime,” said Mr. Whitman, is a dis- 
| ease—a. disease often hereditary, like many 
physical ills. The. crime-sick person often 
can no more help committing crime than a 
baby can help having the measles. Realiz- 
ing this we must endeavor to cure the malady. 

“ Formerly the idea in imprisoning a crim- 
inal was to get him where he could not do so- 
ciety amy more harm. When he had finished 
his term he was turned loose again, incensed 
at society and ready to wreak revenge for 
his supposed wrongs. Furthermore, in jail 
he was often thrown with men far worse than 
himself, so that his disease instead of becom- 
ing better was aggravated. It was not until 
recent years that society found a better way. 

Harsh methods fall to cure. On the 
other hand, if you enforce the spirit of the 
law; if you appeal to the criminal’s honor, 
pride, manhood; if you let him know that 
society wants to take him back—you return 
him a better man, conscious of his faults 
but eager to show what of good isin him. 

** Our jail improvement association is doing 
much good, I believe. At the weekly meet- 
ings from 300 to 500 men assemble in the 
chapel, and there is not a boisterous act or 
word. A program, sometimes two hours 
long,is arranged, and the addresses delivered 
furnish material for a week's discussion in 
the jail corridors. | 

The Sunday services are attended vol- 
untarily by as large a crowd. A library has 
been gathered and has a large circulation 
among the Inmates. A night school is run- 
ning, with thirty or forty pupils. A day 
school for boys also is conducted. 

These prisoners are not all bad. In the 
breast of the lowest there is a spark of man- 
hood, and if it is rightly appealed to the man 
will respond: I have said to the prisoners: I 
don’t want to be your jailer in the old sense 
of the word; I want to be your friend.’ They 
believe me, too—most of them.“

It is alleged in the bill that Hickory creek

The controller of the currency finds cause 
for satisfaction in the excellent condition of 
the national banks as revealed by the re- 
ports made to him last month.

Warnings of this kind often have been 
given in the past, aud seldom have been 
heeded. Few were willing to believe that 
there had been inflation until the bubble 
burst. Probably the hint of the controller 
will not lead to any taking in of sails. Com- 
fort may be derived from the reflection that 

while there doubtless is some inflation now 

there is not so much proportionately as 
there has been in past prosperous seasons. 

The country does get wiser as it gets older 
and it does not speculate so wildly and so 

much beyond its resources as it did at an 

earlier day. It is customary for the men 

who suffer from each panic or revulsion 

which follows on the heels of the speculative 
excesses begotten by prosperity to look on 

that era of panic or depression as the worst 

the country ever knew. In reality, the 

“hard times periods of the last third of a 

century have not been so crushing as those 

of the earlier years of the last century. The 

country has much more capital than it had 

then and a little more common sense. 

A reaction is likely to follow this period 

of prosperity, of the rapid creation of over- 

capitalized enterprises, and of credit infla- 

tion, but it will not be so serious a reaction 

as those of other years. Judging from the 

present flourishing condition of the iron 

and steel industry there is no immediate 
danger of industrial depression. Neverthe- 

less it is well to take to heart the suggestion 


of the controller and shun inflation. 


SOUTH AMERICAN REVOLUTIONS. 
The movement to overthrow the Colom- 
bian government and the insurrection which 
resulted in the elevation of Castro to the 
presidency of Venezuela, when stripped of 
the corruption and self-seeking which at- 
tend all South American revolutions, are 
closely related.. The Castro faction and the 
party of insurrection in Colombia are liber- 
als, opposed to the reactionary party which 
for a long period after the overthrow of 
Spanish rule in South America was in con- 
trol in Venezuela and Colombia. 

There followed a period of liberal govern- 
nent in both countries. It lasted longer in 
Venezuela than in Colombia. Then the 
clerical reactionary party secured control. 
It was overthrown three years ago in Vene- 
zuela by Castro. In Colombia it has been 
in power since 1885. At that time Gen. 
Nunez, who was elected presidént by the 
liberals, went over to the clericals. He de- 
elared himself dictator; congress was sus- 
pended; the right of the people to assemble 
was abolished; the press was censored. 
The insurrectionists claim that the govern- 
ment has conceded the extremist demands 
of the clericals—education is handed over 
to the church and civil marriages have been 
declared void. The insurrectionists assert 
also that the credit of the government has 
been destroyed and its sources of revenue 
gambled away by the bestowal of private 
monopolies. 

The indictment of the Colombian insur- 
gents is savage, but Americans are inclined 
to discount the causes of South American 
revolutions and to ridicule the principles 
which actuate the revolutionists. Change 
of government does not seem to result in any 
real amelioration of conditions. If the rev- 
olutionists in Colombia are not exaggerat- 
ing they deserve to win, but on the whole 
Americans are against reform by insurrec- 
tion. They believe that peace and prosper- 
ity work the best reforms. Colombia and 
Venezuela each need a Diaz. They may be 
fighting for political liberty—in the ab- 
stract. What they need is individual lib- 
erty and order. 


AMERICAN WOMEN AT THE CORONATION. 
Amid all the pomp and pageantry of the 
coronation, the women in. their costumes 
and decorations, as well as in their native 
loveliness, were easily the most brilliant 
feature of the spectacle. It is pleasant to 
observe that in the galaxy of female splen- 
dor which ‘lit up the gloomy old abbey the 
American women were the bright purtic- 
ular stars. There were many of them in 
attendance who were only plain missesses, 
but even these were conspicuous for their 
brilliancy, but there were fourteen duch- 
esses, countesses, dowager duchesses, dow- 
ager countesses, and ladies this and that of 
American birth who outshone even the elec- 
tric lights in the splendor of their bedizen- 
ing and stained glass windows in the gor- 
geousness of their attire. 
Bight of these titled women were from 
New York and one each from Boston, Cleve- 
land, St. Louis, San Francisco, Albany, and 
Geneseo, N. Y. There was no woman from 
Chicago among the constellation. Had 
there been one, she would have outshone the 


rest and might have eclipsed the queen. 


When these fourteen illuminated women 
stood up in a blaze of coronets, tiaras, neck- 
laces, revers, bows, brooches, diadems, and 
shoulder straps of diamonds, collars and 
ropes of pearls, belts of rubies and emeralds, 
and bunches of silver cherries and golden 
lilies and mother of pearl garniture, what 
wonder is it that the archbishop of Canter- 
bury tottered and grew faint, and the bishop 
of London forgot his part, and various gor- 
geous underlings got hold of the orb and the 
supertunica and the ampulla and other 
utensils at the wrong time, and thus came 
near snarling up the schedule! Few men 
could have stood that aggregation of natural 
and artificial brilliancy and kept their heads. 
It is noticeable that but one American 
man among the spectators 1s singled out for 
a description of his costume, and even in his 
case the dispatch tersely says: “Mr. Choate, 
the American ambassador, was arrayed in 
plain black.” As all the other American 
men were costumed in a similar manner 
and their ornamentation presented A monot- 
onous array of finger rings, fob chains, with 
here and there perhaps a diamond shirt 
stud, there was no need to mention any 
other. “From one learn all.” The Amer- 
ican men who were there as compared with

THE TIPPING CUSTOM. 8 

Byery European tourist will concede that 
the tipping practice does much to mar the 
pleasure of travel. It begins from the mo- 
ment the steamer leaves the dock at New 
York and it continues almost unceasingly 
until the steamer returnsthere. Tips must 
be paid to those whom one has never seen 
at a hotel as well as to those who have done 
one a service. The practice has been so 
abused that it has become absolutely ex- 
tortion and robbery. It is equally so in this 
country. The millionaire who recently 
went to the Hot Springs and as soon as he 
arrived at the hotel requested the proprietor 
to line up his whole establishment so that he 
could tip the whole of them and make one 
job of it saved himself a great deal of 
trouble. 

The Paris correspondent of the New York 
Tribune states that the tip practice is caus- 
ing much trouble at court. It is a well es- 
tablished custom, he says, that an ambas- 
sador or head of a mission when received 
with full fledged ceremonial by a chief of 
state shall make a present to the coachman 


fetching him. And this is considered just 
as obligatory as it is for a guest who has 
passed a few days at a country house to give 
upon his departure substantial tips to the 
butler and other servants. Recently the 
duke of Sesto came to Paris in behalf of the 
king of Spain to invest President Loubet 
with the order of the Golden Fleece. For 
taking him to the Elysee palace and back to 
the Spanish embassy, a distance of about 
half a mile, the clerical department of the 


demanded a tip of $120. The duke paid it 
and then requested a receipt. This brought 
it to the knowledge of President, Loubet, 
who immediately issued an order forbid- 
ding any more household tips. The presi- 
dent himself has been a victim of the prac- 
tice. His recent visit to the czar cost him 
$30,000 in tips, which he had to pay out of 
his own pocket. ; 

Now and then there is a man with cour- 
age enough to pay his way promptly and 
handsomely and absolutely refuses to pay 
any tips. Such a man is J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, who recently left Berlin on his way to 
the coronation and also left an army of dis- 
gruntled hotel attendants who had expected 
a harvest of thalers from the American 
millionaire, but got nothing. His only tip 
was a small one to the leader of the hotel 
musicians, who had played two pieces he 
wished to hear. Mr. Morgan belongs to 
the anti-tipping society, and it would be a 
good thing if more of our millionaires would 
join it, for their example has made the mis- 
chief. Once they ceased paying these ex- 
orbitant demands it might be possible at 
least to minimize the evil, but so long as they 
continne the practice all travelers will have 
to. suffer. 

AN IMPOLITIC DEMAND. 
The employés of the south side street 
railway assert that the company has brek- 
en its agreement that it would make no op- 
position to their union. They allege that 
the company has adopted hostile tactics, has 
instructed men not to join the union, and has 
discharged on trifling pretexts men who be- 
long to it. There may be nothing in the 
charges. The employés know the manage- 
ment did not wish them to organize and 
hence may be unduly suspicious of its act. 
On the other hand, the management may 
not have been so discreet as it should have 
been. It may have punished with special 
severity the trivial offenses of men who were 
active members of the organization. Such 
tactics have been resorted to sometimes 
by employers. 
If any of the members of the organization 
have been unjustly treated by the manage- 
ment the demand that justice be done them 
is a proper one. The company, which has 
so much to gain by the faithful observance 
| of its promises, should be anxious to re- 

dress whatever wrongs have been commit- 
ted and make it plain that it means to deal 
fairly with the organization. 

The union employés ask also that all men 
in the mechanical department and the barns 
and all conductors and motormen here- 
after employed by the company shall be 
members of the association and must be 
turned in for initiation within thirty days 
of the time they are hired. This is a de- 


comply with. It will be likely to see therein 
a move on the part of the employés to “ get 
control of the road.” The demand is an 
impolitic one, which perhaps would not 
have been made if the union employés had 
not believed, rightly or wrongly, that their 
organization was being discriminated 
against.

PENSIONS—A WORLD-TENDENCY. 

The question of the laboring man who 
has survived the laboring age is now more 
than an exercise in sociology. It has more 
than academic importance. It is not spec- 
ulation any longer. It is action. 

A few weeks ago the papers had a Lon- 
don dispatch in which some account was 
given of the old age pension bill now in 
parliament. Into the details of that bill 
it is not necessary to enter. The existence 
of such a measure is the thing worth notic- 
ing. England, however, is in this matter 
behind certain other countries. New Zea- 
land, for instance, has an old age pension 
system fully established. Citizens who 
have been self-supporting and whose 
come from private sources falls below a 
fixed minimum are given a pension when 
they reach their 66th year. Germany 
has a compulsory insurance and subse- 
quent pension arrangement that has beén 
outlined too often to need further explana- 
tion. Denmark has a pension law that has 
been in operation for more than a decade. 
France provides governmental assistance 
for the mutual aid societies, which have 
been described in Tun Trisune. They 
have a membership of about 5,000,000 and 
give old age benefits. It can be seen, there- 
fore, that all over the world there is a tend- 
ency toward making provision for the pen- 
sioning of the men and women who may 
with some justice be regarded as veterans 
of the great industrial war.

It is seldom that I write in these columns 
anything derogatory about the present 
French government, while I have never 
failed to speak in the highest possible terms 
about that excellent chief magistrate, Presi- 
dent Loubet. It is impossible, however, to 
refrain from questioning the taste and the 
feeling that have led the present adminis- 
tration at Paris to select Quiberon for the’ 
posthumous glorification of Gen. Hoche. 

For that lonely fishing town on the druid 
haunted Breton peninsula witnessed one of 
the most terrible tragedies of the great 
French revolution, when those ill starred 
émigrés who aimed at the restoration of the 
monarchy and of the Christian religion in 
lieu of the cult of the goddess of reason es- 
tablished by the terrorists were pressed by 
the pitiless bayonets of Gen. Hoche's troops 
down the narrow tongue of land into the 
waves of a bit of the sea so wild that it 18 
known all along the western coast of France 
by the name of “la mer sauvage” (the 
savage sea). 

Still more terrible was the scene that fol- 
lowed, when the bishops, the priests, and the 
aristocrats who had surrendered on a prom- 
ise of quarter were shot down in batches by 
the order of Tallien, one of the most san- 
guinary ruffians of the first revolution. This 
tragedy was referred to in terms of exalta- 
tion by Camille Pelletan, the new French 
minister of marine, when presiding, two 
Sundays ago, at the unveiling of the Hoche 
memorial in a land where there is hardly a 
noble or a peasant family that has not fur- 
nished victims to what is known as the 
tragedy of Quiberon. 

The minister, in extolling Tallien and in 
ridiculing the pretensions to martyrdom of 
Tallien’s victims, was guilty of precisely the 
same breach of good taste as if one of the 
members of the present administration at 
Washington were to go down into the south- 
ern states to erect there a monument to 
some northern general particularly conspic- 
uous for his severity in the civil war, and 
who had then availed himself of the oppor- 
tunity afforded by the inauguration of the 
monument to praise the general's harshness 
and to ridicule those southerners who had 
been the objects thereof. . 

The French minister of marine’s appear- 
ance on the scene at Quiberon and his taunts 
at the expense of these who lost their lives 
there are not precisely calculated to popu- 
larize the present French government either 
at home or abroad. 


Conspicuous by their absence from among 
those members of the aristocracy and of the 
great world of France who paid their re- 
Spects to the duchess of Orleans when she 
was in Paris the other day were the Count de 
Greffulhe and his charming wife, who is one 
of the leaders of fashion on the banks of the 
Seine, and a sister of that Prince Joseph de 
Carman-Chimay whose domestic troubles 
with his former American wife, Clara Ward, 
have been a source of much international 
scandal. The count has just been decorated 
by. the present French government with the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor and with com- 
mandership of the Ordre de Merite Agricole, 
and his action in accepting these distinctions 
from a government such as the one which 
now holds office in France is regarded by the 
royalists, and especially by the duke and 
duchess of Orleans, as a piece of rank 
treason to the monarchical cause., 

— 

The Greffulhes are of Dutch origin and the 
family may be said to have been founded by 
The 
first Greffulhe attached himself to the fort- 
unes of King Louis XVIII. when the latter 
was in exile, and being a banker was of much 
use to him in a financial way. Louis XVIII. 
figures in history as a monster cf ingratitude. 
But he did not show himself forgetful in the 
case of his Dutch banker. For he conferred 
upon him the title of count, created him a 


peer of France, and intrusted him with all 


sorts of financial operations on behalf of the 
government, which proved most profitable. 
The count died in 1820, leaving a son of 6 
years of age, who on attaining his majority 
in 1889 became just as useful to King Louis 
Philippe and to his government in a financial 
Way as his father had been to Louis XVIII. 
Indeed, Count Urbain Greffulhe succeeded 
the Laffittes as banker to the king and man- 
aged all those stockjobbing operations and 
coupe-de-bourse which the old monarch was 
so fond of indulging in, and by means of 
which he brought into existence the enormous 
fourtune of the house of Orleans. 1 ; 

When Marshal MacMahon became presi- 
dent of the French republic and surrounded 
himself with ministers such as the late Duke 
de Broglie, who were avowed Orleanists, the 
late Count Greffulhe became a member of the 
senate. 

His son Henry, the present count, married, 
as I have stated above, the sister of Prince 
Chimay, and, thanks to her brilliancy of 
wit, to her elegance, and ta her powers of 
fascination, his town house near the Are de 
Triomphe became the headquarters of every- 
thing that was ultra fashionable and mon- 
archistic in France, while no foreign royalty 
ever visited Paris without being entertained 
by the count and countess in their beautiful 
country seat at Bois Boudran, a magnificent 
place, swarming with game, and situated 
at about an hour’s distance from the capi- 
tal. The countess is passionately fond of 
music, and to her, more than to any one else, 
belongs the credit of accustoming French 
people to the works of Richard Wagner. 

Some years ago the count endeavored to get 
into parliament, and secured his election to 
the chamber of deputies for Brest. But one 
of his electoral agents was indiscreet in his 
use of money, and on a charge of corruption 
brought, by Camille Pelletan, who ts now 
minister of marine, the count’s election was 
declared invalid and the seat was awarded 
instead to his adversary, Frederick Humbert, 
husband of the woman who has recently ac- 
quired so much celebrity in connection with 
the greatest swindle of the present or last

Rieo; Precedent an Obstacle to 
His Beeoming Pope.

CConbDiINd to the most re- 
cent census the members of 
the Roman Catholic church 
outnumber by several mil- 
lions those of any other re- 
ligious denomination in the 
United States. The figures 
are in the neighborhood of 
10,000,000, exclusive of the 
1.000, 000 of Catholics in 
Porto Rico and the consid- 
erably larger number of the 
adherents of the same creed 
in the Philippines. The per- 
sonality of the prelate who 
has just been appointed by 
Leo XIII. to assume as 
prefect of the propaganda at 

‘Rome the ecclesiastical 
supervision. and control of 
the hierarchy of the clergy 

and of the Roman Catholic laity in the great 
repyblic. of. North America and its colonial 
possessions must, therefore, be a matter of 
considerable interest and even importance 

to the people of this country. ‘ 

It is the pretect of the propaganda who de- 
termines the appointments to the vacant 
bishoprics and archbishoprics in all mis- 

sionary countries, in whith the United States 
and Great Britain are comprised. It is the 
prefect of the propaganda, again, who de- 
cides all disputes in connection with eccle- 
siastical administration or doctrine that may 

arise, either directly or through the papal 


the prefect of the propaganda who consti- 
tutes the channel of intercourse between all 
American Catholics and the pope, as well as 
the representative and deputy of the latter, 


the Roman Catholic church who live and 
flourish beneath the protection of the stars 
and stripes. 
It ts difficult to refrain from the conviction 
that in appointing Cardinal Gotti to the office 
of prefect of the congregation for the propa- 
gation of the faith—that is his official title— 
Leo. XIII. had in view the United States and 
its colonial possessions. For the distin- 
guished prelate in question, who is a man of 
the most humble: origin, his father having 
been a dock laborer at.Genoa, may be said 
to have won his spurs and the good will of 
the pontiff Dy the tact, the diplomacy, and 
the skill which he displayed in reorganizing 
the Roman Catholic church in Brazil after 
its disestablishment on the overthrow of the 
empire and the inauguration of a republican 
form of government. The connection be- 
tween church and state in Brazil was severed 
when Dom Pedro lost his throne, and absolute 
equality now exists among all forms of re- 
ligion. | 
It was a task of considerable difficulty to 
accustom the Brazilian hierarchy and clergy 
to the new order of things and to the loss of 
some of their most cherished privileges, while 
still more arduous was the labor of bringing 
the various monastic orders to comprehend 
that they were placed, both as regards the 
possession of property and fiscal obligations, 
on the same footing as ordinary corpora- 
tion# and individuals. Yet Gotti accom- 
plished this without friction, by means ot 
common sense and a spirit of conciHation, in 
such a manner as to give satisfaction alike 
to the Brazilian government, the clergy and 
religious orders in Brazil, and to Leo XIII.. 
receiving, indeed, his red hat as a reward for 
his success in the matter. tix, 
HE papacy is now confronted 
in the colontal possessions of 
the United States with a sit- 
vation similar to that which 
existed in Brazil at the time 
of the downfall of the em- 
pire. The Roman Catholic 
church has been disestab- 
lished in Porto Rico and in 
the Philippines—that, is to 
say, it has ceased to be a 
state church—and in the 
same way the various re- 
ligious orders, which, during 
the Spanish régime, enjoyed 
the most extraordinary pre- 
rogatives in the shape of im- 
munity from taxation,- as 
well as from civil and crim- 
mal jurisdiction, besides vir- 
7 tually reigning ‘supreme in 
all the rural districts, have now been de- 
prived of all their privileges and placed on 
the same footing as the ordinary citizen, the 


delegate at Washington, and, finally, it is

situation in the Philippines being aggra- 
vated by the bitter animosity of the native 
Catholic clergy towards the friars. 

Leo XIII. manifestly hopes that Cardinal 
Gotti, as prefect of the propaganda, may 
prove as successful in effecting a satisfactory 
settlement of the questions that have arisen 
in connection with the disestablishment of 
the Roman Catholic church in the colonial 
possessions of Uncle Sam as he was ten years 
ago in Brazil, and that he may succeed in 
satisfying both the United States government 
and the ecclesiastical interests concerned in 
the same way that he managed to reconcile 
the conflicting interests of church and state 
in the greatest of all the South American re- 
publics. 
Cardinal Gotti enjoys an advantage which 
none of his predecessors have possessed, 
He knows this country from personal experi- 
ence, having spent a considerable time in the 
United States, traversing it in every direc- 
tion while general of the Order of Carmelites. 
Those who had dealings with him on that 
occasion were able to convince themselves 
that his administration of the great Carmel- 
ite order had had the effect of endowing him 
with prompt and thorough businesslike hab- 
its, and that he spoke not only French witha 
perfection and grace rare in an Italian 
prelate, but Ukewise English, while his 

knowledge of canon law is claimed 
churchmen to be superior to that of any 
other member of the sacred college. 
Neither Cardinal Ledochowski, nor yet his 
redecessor at the propaganda, Cardinal 
imeone, had any knowledge of the United 
States, except through hearsay, and were 
consequently unable to form any definite con- 
ception of its conditions and of its pecullar- 
ities. This has, consequently, led in the past 
to errors of judgment on the part of the 
propaganda, which were all the more com- 
prehensible when the fact is taken into con- 
sideration that until a short time ago there 
was not a single prelate or ecclesiastic con- 
nected. with the propaganda who was even 
conversant with the English language. 


Cardinal Gotti, therefore, enters upon his 


duties as prefect equipped with am experience 
of American conditions. that is possessed by 
no other members of the sacred college, with 
the exception of Cardinal Satolli and Mar- 
tinelll., 


GR. GOTTI has been gener- 
ally regarded until now as 
destined to become the suc- 
cessor of Leo XIII., and 
there has been much spec- 
ulation in consequence as 
to what his policy would be 
‘likely to be in the event of 
his becoming pope. Far too 
much importance is attached 
to this question, and I al- 
ways recall in connection 
therewith the remark made 
by Cardinal Parocchi years 
and which has ever 
since remained impressed 
upon my mind. The suc- 
cessor of Leo XIII.,“ he ex- 
claimed, will be forced to 
walk much im the footsteps 
of his predecessor, just as 
Leo XIII. has been compelled to continue in 
the path of Pius IX. Hach pontiff, from the 
moment that he takes possession of the chair 
of St. Peter, cuts himself adrift from all 
his preVlous prejudices and views. Thus I 
happen. to know that in many important 


particulars the ideas of Leo XIII. today are 
diametrically opposed to those which he en- 


tertained while still Cardinal Pecci. In- 
deed, I cannot conceive the possibility of any 
non-compliance with the fundamental prin- 
ciple of the papacy which has contributed 
go greatly to the continuity of the policy of 
the church.” . 

One drawback to Cardinal Gotti's candi- 
dacy for the succession to the chair of St. 
Peter is his humble birth. For there has 
been no pontiff that I can recall for several 
centuries past who has not belonged to some 
noble family, or. without being able to boast 
of blue blood and ancient lineage.. Judging 
by precedent his appointment to the office 
of prefect of the propaganda will constitute 
an additional obstacle to Gotti’s becoming 
pope. For there is no case on record of a 
promotion from the Palazzo Ferrattini in the 
Piazza di Spagna to the holy seat. Perhaps 
this is because the prefect of the propaganda 
is too powerful, and that the extent and char- 


acter of his authority are such as to give 
rise to jealousy among his associates in that

Not only the United States, but likewise 
the whole of the western hemisphere, Great 
Britain and Ireland, all Germany except- 
ing Bavaria, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Switzerland, Greece, and Turkey, as well as 
all Africa, Asia, Australia, and Oceania—in- 
deed all countries save those where Roman 
Catholicism constitutes the established state 
church—are subject as infidelium 
to the ecclesiastical jurisdiction of the 2 
fect of the propaganda. They are consider - 
ed as forming spheres of missionary activ- 
ity, and when 300 years ago or more the con- 
gregation of the propaganda came into exist- 
ence, the direction of all the missions of the 


Roman Catholic church was concentrated 


in the hands of its prefect. There are but 
few popes who have not added to the privi- 
leges and prerogatives of this congregation, 
and according to a bull issued by Pope Urban 
VIII. its deliberations when formulated in 
decrees and signed by the cardinal prefect 
and by the secretary have the force of apos- 
tolle constitutions, to which inviolable ob- 
servance is exacted.. 
INCE 1660 the headquarters 
: of the propaganda has been 
in the Palazzo Ferrattini, 
on the Piazza di Spagna, a 
gloomy,. grimy pile, which 


to the modern newspaper of- 
fices, cafés, and apartment 
houses by which it is sur- 
rounded. It is a perfect bee- 
hive of activity, comprising 
offices, lecture halle where 
the students receive instruc- 
tions, printing offices where 
religious publications are

map of the world, on which 
Pope Alexander VI. drew the 
€ividing line, allotting one-half of this west- 
ern hemisphere to Spain and the other half 


to Portugal, not one rood of American land, 


either of these two powers today. 

The propaganda is not merely a general

These bonds bear to- 
day an annual interest of from 8 to 5 per 
cent, which furnishes the propaganda at the 
present moment with a much larger revenue 
than it was ever able to derive itself from 
the real estate thus confiscated.”’

If you would be saved you must go by the 
way of repentance and faith. 

“The fasts that starved the body of the 
pharisee seem only to have fed his pride; 
the austerities which mortified his flesh seem 
only to have become the means to gratify 
his vanity. So you may convert your church 
going into a curse, making it only a means of 
sinning, and filling your heart with self- 
tighteous pride. 

“Notice how short, earnest, and simple is 
the prayer of the publican. But with his 
simple, earnest cry for mercy he moves the 
throne of God, for we are told this man went 
down to his house justified.”’
